minutes.

STUFFED CABBAGE.—Take a largo, fresh 


cabbage and cut out the heart, fill tho place 
with a stuffing made of cooked chicken or 
real, chopped very fine and highly seasoned 
and rolled into balls, with yolk of egg.

;>lo know when they are well treated and 
whou not. 
Generally speaking, this whole- 


6»mo vegetable is presented in a washed-out 
(tale, so that it is quite seldom wo discover 
,ts real flavor. Many will, perhaps, way that 
tho real full flavor of the turnip 
IB too 


Btroug, and this mtiy bo an argument in fa- 
vor of Mm reduction of th« flavor in Iho 
process of cooking. But il should be known 
that tho HHCohnrino and gummy constituents 
that nro removed and therefore lost in tho 
customary modes of cooking, arp tho most 
nulriUvo portions, nnd communicate to tho 
dish ifhou it ia cooked, on what it may bo 
called "conservative.'1 principles, a far, liner 
flavor than tho majority of people hnvo any 
idofl of. 
I will risk tho reader to cook two 


Lurnips in two different wnyw. Tho llrst is 
to be pooled and sliced, and loft to soak in 
cold water for an hour or more. 


Tho nlicflR nro to bo boiled until quite ton- 


dor, nnd then are to bo drained and nicoly 
ninHhtd with butter. This in tho most com- 
mon method of cooking, nnd it has tho do- 
morit of washing out tho gum,and the mignr, 
and tho other flnor flnnnUtuoiitu of tho root, 
and, consequently, tho flavor is vory much 
reduced.

quite clean, but it is uot to bo p«olcd,or out, 
or so*k«d.

In 18(U, when Charles K. Laudis wag only 


twenty-eight years old, ho purchased the 
large tract of about fifty square miles of 
flat, uninviting, sandy laud, in Cumberland 
county, Now Jersey, sinco become famous 
aa Vineland, He planned out a town a mile 
square in the niidst of Iho tract, through 
which tho railroad passes, having just then 
been completed. Tho town had brand avenues 
»nd 60 feet by 150 feet building lots. 
The 


suburbs he divided into village and home- 
stead plols, and made farms of from 10 to 
100 «ores. Ho advertised far nnd wido for 
selllers for the now town of Vineland, and 
required every purchaser to sign n paper 
binding himself not to permit the snlo, of 
intoiicating drinks in the town.
